Lithuanian Delegate Leaves 
Meeting After Threat of 
Force if League Mandate 


Is Obeyed.

PARIS, Feb. 3.—Threats of force- 
ful methods in resistance to decis- 
fons of the League of Nations were 
made today for the first time by a 
league member when M. Sihzikaus- 
kas, representing Lithuania, de- 
clared in a meeting of the council 
that Lithuania would use force to 
prevent the occupation by Poland of 
a part of the neutral zone in the re- 
gion of Vilna.

“j NEW YORK, Feb. 3. 

T cannot be denied that for Great 

Britain ta-surrender the opium monop- 

oly would involve an unparalleled fiséal 
sacrifice. Yet one of the proud boasts of 
England, one that has always been borne 
out by her history is that however en- 
trenched a privilege, however deeply 
connected with the interests of her ruling 
class any abuse may be, there have always 
arisen from among that very class leaders 
to wage a ruthless fight, against the evil, 
wherefrom their group profited. + 

“The international campaign against 
opium is to be waged under the auspices 
of the League of Nations Opium Commit- 
tee. Its program provides first of all for 
a world wide survey of poppy cultivation. 
Then the exact amount of opium required 
to fill the scientific, medicinal needs of the 
world must be ascertained. Several con- 
tested points will have to be cleared up— 
thus, the question of whether there is 
such a thing ag a ‘legitimate’ use of gmok- 
ing and chewihg opium; then, the use of 
raw opium as a preventive of malaria. 
Then the committee will endeavor to have 
heroin declared an illegal drug. It is the 
most dangerous—the most generally pre- 
ferred of all forms of dope—it is  as- 
serted that 96 per cent of all the drug 
cases handled by the New York police in- 
volve heroin. In the opinion of the ma- 
jority of medical men heroin is utterly un- 
necessary—its employment was a mistake 
from the outset and it should be removed 
from the pharmacopeia. 

“Under and above these technical prob- 
lems the principal task in the struggle 
against the drug evil is to awaken public 
conscience and line up all the civilized na- 
tions of the world against one of the most 
terrible and insidious of the evils preying 
upon human progress.”

The Government rep- 
resent the real ‘senti- ( 
ment of the nation as a 
whole. The British tax- 
payer is no doubt fully 
alive to the fact that 
this heavy debt incurred ) 
by him during the war ‘ 

was in the main in order to finance American sup- 


plies to our allies. We could have paid for all the ( 


supplies we required for eur own use without re- 
sort to any loan from the American Government. 
Nevertheless, the money was advanced by the 
\lender on our credit and our signature. 

Our credit as a nation, therefore, demands 
‘that we should pay. Whether we can collect 
enough money from our own debtors to meet 
\this charge becomes increasingly doubtful as it 
is bécoming:more increasingly needful. 

Britain is alone in thinking she is under any 
moral obligation to pay external liabilities in- 
curred for the effective prosecution of the war. 
The attitude of the late and present Govern- 
ment is identical in this respect. 


Why Britain Stands Alone. 
Why have the British public taken a differ- 


‘ent view of their national obligations towards 
external war debts from that adopted by other 
allies? In giving the answer I do not wish to 
dwell on the obvious ethical considerations 
which you must weigh whenever you consider 
whether you will carry out an engagement 
which you have entered into with another who 
has already performed his part of the engage 
ment on the strength of your promise. 

These ought to be conclusive, but to urge them 
‘might be deemed an unworthy reflection on the 
‘honor of those who take a different view of 
their national duty. 

I have no desire to offer censure or criticism 
upon their decision. They no doubt have their 
reasons for the course they are adopting. We 
have certainly overwhelming reasons for the 
policy which the British Government are now 
| pursuing. 

The settling up of accounts is always an un- 
pleasant business, especially amongst friends. 
| Strangers expect it and prepare for it—and there 
is no resentment when the bill arrives. But a 
‘man hates reminding his friend at the end of 
business in which both have been engaged in 
warm amity that there is “a little balance” to be 
paid up. 

He has been expecting his friend to mention 
the matter to him, so he puts off introducing 
the unpleasant topic from year to year. But the 
' friend disappoints his expectations. Not a hint 
comes from that quarter of any realization that 
there is anything due. It soon looks as if it 
had been forgotten altogether. 

The friend is most insistent on collecting 
business accounts due to himself. He is angry 
at all delays in the payment of his own bills, 
but his conscience is blind on the side of the 
debts he himself owes. 

It is not an uncommon experience, and we are 
suffering from it today. The war left us a 
creditor nation to the extent of over 2,000,000, 
000,000 pounds, and a debtor nation to the ex- 
tent of about half that amount. We readily ac- 
cepted an invitation from our creditor to dis- 
cuss repayment of the debt we owe. Our debtors 
displayed an invincible reluctance to enter a

In the report of Mrs. Frederick 
Roth, chairman of the board, items 
aS necessary to the continued 
efficient service of this public health 
department are explained. The mu- 
nicipal nurses... the report states, will 
need $58.550 for the present pro- 
gram of work, $5000 to replace 
funds contributed by the Red Cross 
and Tuberculosis Society. $12,000 to 
provide for 10 additional nurses, 
$1700 for prometions, $2500 for ad- 
ditional doctors’ services, $1000 car 
fare, $300 for supplies and $2400 for 
clerical service. 

Each year the municipal nurse ad- 
vocates have had to fight for money 
to carry on the work. Last year 
$75.000 was asked for and $57,690 
This was a reduction 
from $71,000 allotted in 1921, de- 
spite the fact that nurses’ services 
were extended and the scope of the

undertaking greatly increased. But

Grand Jury Mentioned Work. 

| The grand jury last October men- 
(tioned municipal nursing work in its 
report and recommended increased 
appropriations. Medical authorities 
tin the city have indorsed the work 
of the municipal nurses and have 
strongly urged further expansion. 

Figures obtained from Miss Jo- 
sephine Goldsmith, superintendent of 
the municipal nurges, reveal that the 
comparatively small staff of work- 
ers reaches thousands of sick per- 
sons each year. 

Last year 23 nurses were e¢m- 
pioyed. They were distributed among 
the 10 health centers maintained by 
the department in sections where 
free medical advice and service are 
most needed. 

Most of the work of the munictfpal 
nurses and the staff of 16 phrsi- 
cians who work part time for the 
beard ts done at clinics. While the 
municipal nurses visit the homes and 
care for sick persons in times of 
emergeficy. they do not do bedside 
rursing. Their work lies in the field 
of preventive medicine largely, Miss 
Goldsmith said.

It was to be a “house party,” she told her 
mother on that Sunday afternoon, Jan. 14, when 
she went away to her death. No, she didn't know 
just who would be there or when she would be 
home, so Mrs. :Amelia Mann, the mother, ceased 
her inquiries, accepting it as a natural] fact that 
she didn’t know all her .,popular daughter's 
friends. She simply trusted in the abNity of the 
daughter to take care of herself and told her so 
as the two walked from their home at 2925 
Spruce street to a car line where Fritzi was to 
board a car to take her downtown to meet the 
automobile party which she was to accompany 
up the coast to Del Mar, where, she said, the 
party was to be held. Mrs. Mann said goodby 
and went home, without thinking seriously of 
danger ahead for the girl. 

Fritzi was a little wild, like many flappers, the 
mother told herself, but she would be all right. 
She must enjoy herself like other girls. Even 
when there came a telephone call from Fritzi 
later in the evening saying thaf the location of 
the house party had been changed from Del Mar 
to La Jolla, a seaside village farther down the 
coast and 14 miles from the city proper of San 
Diego, there was no thought of harm. 

On Monday noon, the following day, the chil. 
dren of a party of automobile travelers, who had 
stopped on the beach just south of Del Mar and 
about 10 miles north of La Jolla, were playing 
in the sand. Suddenly they ran crying to their 
parents that there was a hwman body on the 
beach. It was that of a young and beautiful 
woman clad only in silk undergarments which 
clung to the lifeless figure as the surf washed 
over them. An ugly bruise on the temple indi- 
cated violence. 

The tourists hastened to report their discovery 
to the proprietor of a roadside garage and he 
telephoned to Coroner S. C. Kelly in San Diego. 
The Coroner rushed to the scene and returned 
with the body to a morgue, but be had found no 
mark of identification and it was not until late 
that evening that it was learned that the victim 
was the popular dancing girl. 


The Card in the Handbag 


An officer searching along the coast for possi- 
ble bits of evidence came upon a handbag 600 
vards or so from the.spot where the body was 
found and a few yards further on picked up a 
vanity case. In the handbag was a dress and a 
kimono: in the vanity case, a number of cards, 
on one of which there was this inscription: 

“T am Fritzi Mann.” 

What circumstances caused the young dancer 
to write that card have been a matter of much 
speculation since the inquiry into her death has 
been ip progress.

COMMITTEE TO STANDARDIZE

Conference Recently Held in New 
York—Plans Discussed for 
National Agreement. 


The conference on radio standardi- 


Zation which met in New York re- 


cently resulted in the unanimous 
agreement of about 100 representa- 
tives present that standards for ra- 
dio apparatus and service should be 
formulated. but no definite 

were announced. It was agre 

a broadly representative national 
committee on standardization shouid 
be formed under the leadership of 
the Institute of Radio Engineers and 
the American Institute of Electrical 
Engineers. The procedure of the 
American Engineering Standards 
Committee, will be followed by the 
committee in outlining standardiza- | 
tion planned. 


Localities Affect Transmission. 

The range of transmitting and re- 
cetving radio messages depends upon 
the nautre of the territory lying be- 
tween the transmitting and receiving 
stations, the greatest rance for a 
given power being obtained over wa- 
ter. Any metal, particularly tron or 
steel, lying between the stations will 
cause ioss of signai strength. Such 
metal may either be in the form of 
artificial structure, such as building 
framework or tin roofg,.or may Ye 'n 
the form of ore deposits. Some re- 
gions of the country are noted for 
their poor location for radio recep- 


tiens.””

«4 ERSONALLY,” said Thornton, 
speaking for the first time, “I 
‘never care to take a case that 
involves cellar work.”

He is merely an 
outstanding ‘ndividual layman who has no use for 
lewyets, professionally speaking. and the other day 
he proved just that when for the third time in his 
life of 65 years to date he appeared in a courtroom. 

By appearing thus as his own lawyer, Farmer Mc- 
Kenzie saved himself $45.00 and also vindicated the 
memory of his dead son. Moreover, he saved himselif 
a fat legal fee. It was the first time he had entered 
court im that capacity. The other two times when he 
had court experience were as a juryman and as a wit- 
ness. He didn't know very much about court pro- 
redure. but he knew enough about common sense to 
defeat the earnest professionali efforts of two able 
lawyers of Kansas City. 

“The law.” said Pilackstone, the illustrious English 
commentator. whose works furnish basis for educa- 
tion of all students in law wherever English is spoken. 
“is common sense.” 

It is not known whether Farmer McKenzie was 
aware of that famous foundational principle uttered by 
Sir William Blackstone about 154 years ago and still 
struggling up now and then out of the bog of legal- 
istic shysterism and redtapeism, whose miasma beclouds 
the issue quite frequentiy in our courts of law and 
equity. McKenzie of Weston doesn't like to discuss 
matters of law. He is too busy enjoying life on his 
bie farm after his many years of labor. plus the prac- 
tice of Scotch thrift. rewarded by prosperity. He was 
too thrifty to let the lawyers get the better of him in 
an argument before a learned Judge of the Jackson 
County Cirevit Court in Kansas Citr. 

“The law is common sense.” 

Judge and jury accepted this simple definition at 
its full face valve after they heard Farmer McKen- 
zie question his witnesses and crose-question the wit- 
nesses for the other side, and after they had listened 
to his-sreument. the first speech he ever made in all 
his life. 

When. about 70 years ago. the great Hungarian pa- 
triotr. Louis Kossuth. visited St. Louis and made an 
eloquent piea in behalf of his Magyar fatherland. trod- 
den down by the Austrian dexpot. he said: “The just- 
ness of my cause is my eloquence.” Kossuth was a4 
splendid orator. Farmer McKenzie is no orator at all. 
It was the justness of his cause that made his speech 
so eloquent that Judge Charlies R. Pence and the jury 
capitulated. the Judge so charging the jury that that 
body remained ont only long enouzh to sign a unani- 
mous verdict in favor of Defendant McKenzie. 

Thronghout the trial of the case. which lasted for 


‘three days, McKenzie employed no legal terms and 


consulted no law books. 

“Common sense was my only tutor.” he said after- 
ward. modestiy disclaiming possession of any unusual 
skill.

In 1921, the name was that of a young 
steel] salesman traveling out of St. Louis; 
in 1923, it is that of a painter in oils whose 
swift success is deneied by the sale of 26 of 
his paintings in Chicago since last Sept.

In 1921 Roe had a major in business and a time- 
restricted hobby for dabbing with colors. Business 
depression deprived him of his major. He lost his 
job, but he found himself. Like an unleashed school-

Two years of wading in his new freedom finds Roe 
with « command of color and a rioting imagination 

-that not only is softening the blighting eye which met- 
ropolitan critics commonly turn upon upstarts from 
“out there,” but is transfixing the fancy of those who 
buy pictures—a combination as happy as it is rare.® 

Roe has not been unknown in St. Louis. For several 
years his thumb-box “things”~have beamed like jew- 
els from nooks in more than one Artists’ Guild ex- 
hibition. Frequently there was curiosity that he never 
exhibited any larger canvases. The little works 
seemed more like notes to be enlarged and developed 
to the full of the value they suggested.

“SUPPER TIME 


Recently a collection of Roe’s pictures has gone on ex- 
hibition in the Noonan-Kocian galleries here. They 
are quite faithful examples of his work and its range. 
Roe deais lavishly with color and always that mys- 
ticism which seizes popular fancy uncannily. 

in his composition there always appears a dome- 
like arch. He invariably presents also those vistas 
that Roe, the nature-lover, sought wherever, in his 
period of preparation, his salesman -wanderings led 
him. A characteristic presentation-—towering trees. 
sheltering in the foreground gypsies. A wagon or 
two. A stream. Then the eye wanders back into the 
grove. Other trees in ¢Xtellent perspective, opening 
just suYficiently to take the eye back to the farthest 
recess and a spot of hillside, aglow with the ravishing 
color of midday. or evening and, perhaps, even the new- 
breaking morning. His pictures have depth. 

Usually, however, Roe makes evening visiting hour

for the gypsies. The setting sun penetrates just suf- 
ficiently to tip in light the red headcloths of the wom- 
en and wander onto their brilliant dresses. The trees 
rise somberly, enshrouding themselves with the first 
blankets of night. 

Roe appears to have found excellent command of the 
low colors; yet just beside the nightfall scene is of 
a glorious midday, the sun enameling every leaf color 
to brilliance as high in color as the adjacent work is 
low. Those who most praise Roe’s accomplishment in 
his sudden transformation from steel salesman to 
artist, point out that the intensity of his color is one 
of his chief charms. When he squirts out high color. 
his palette does not grow chalky. When the dark 
tubes begin mixing, there is nothing of -muddiness. 
His colors are consistently clean and pure, their range 
seemingly limitiess. 

Roe does not paint nature, but rather her moods. 
The reaction to a Roe landscape is not that of 
of a scene, but rather a sensation. It is the mysticism 
with which he imbues his forest. His spring trees on 
river benks are supple: with sap and yet, when - the 
light shifts upon the canvas, it is not the trees at 
all which stand forth but the sunset light be- 
hind them. 

Or, a brown autumn «scene gives off no sense of the 
clump of trees which forms its composition, but rather 
of the smokes and the hazes of indian summer—again 
the mysticism of nature and her moods. 

Recently New York las rippled with excitement over 
the conversion of one of its street corner policemen 
to a painter in oijiis. Some of his productions have 
reached St. Louis.. The themes adopted by the po- 
liceman-artist and® the St. Louis salesman-artist are 
guite similar. Comparison, however, of handling is in- 
teresting. In general, it may be said that the police- 
man-artist has proved a good copyist. His work shows 
undeniable predomination by the influence of success- 
ful artists who have gone before. 

On the other hand, Roe is distinctively Roe, with 
much thought, individualistic thought, packed within 
the confines of his landscapes. Roe expresses him- 
self, the policeman-artist a manual accomplishment. 

Roe is 35 years old. He had a brief few months of 
painting instruction in art school here. He joined the 
Brush and Pencil Club, a sort of co-operative organiza- 
tion for more or less mutual instruction and exchange 
of ideas. All else of Roe’s art is that of a steel sales- 
man with a hobby—a hobby that replaced a business. 
He is modest under his new success and—=stil!l indus- 
trious. He is pleased that his work seems to have 
“caught on.” He is eager for new fieids. He still 
seeks the woods. He still leaves his sketchbook be- 
hind, seeking always to stimulate imagination. 

His presentation of the gypsies is not portrayal of 
their life. As yet, the camps remain just a recoliec- 
tion of boyhood anda touch to the Roe mysticism. 
However, he is approaching the gypsies studiously. 
It may be that he soon will seek to cast onto the 
canvas a more intimate understanding of those ro- 
mantic wanderers.
